


H.BRUCE FRANKLIN 


H. Bruce Franklin the ousted 
Stanford professor who is facing 
a preliminary court hearing 
today on federal charges of 
harboring a fugitive, accused the 
universities of America of 
“systematically excluding” the 
viewpoints which he espouses 


during an address at CSUS 
yesterday 
Franklin who was removed 


from the Stanford faculty for his 
part in allegedly inciting violent 
disruptions on campus and for 
espousing opinions not aligned 
with the consensus of the 
faculty beliefs that those views 
are “not those of a kooky 
minority, but those of a 
majority of the people of the 
world,” 

He said that those views are 
excluded not because they fear 
the speaker but because “‘They 
are afraid of you. They are 
afraid people may believe in 
these views.”’ Statements barring 
communists from the schools, in 
the State Education Code, were 
cited as proof of this policy 

Franklin believes that another 
huge purge of those with 
controversial beliefs similar to 
those of the Joe McCarthy era is 
not under way, with the only 
difference being their reasons. 
He said they used to charge 
cOmmunism as a reason for 
firing, now they charge 
“subverting the grading system, 
not writing enough articles, or 
inciting violence.” 

“Freedom is purely academic,” 
Franklin said, “And it’s not so 
funny when you've had the 
concrete experience of living in a 
police state.” 

Franklin then went on to tell 
of his recent arrest for harboring 
an excaped prisoner, in which 
FBI agents kicked down the 
door of his house and pointed 
shotguns at his family while he 
was being shackled. 

The role of the university in 
preserving the status quo and the 
myth of academic freedom were 
sharply attacked by Franklin 
who pointed out that “‘we live in 
an empire and the purpose of 
the university is to keep it 
going.” 

He went on to say that “Myths 
are concocted to keep society in 
line.” He felt that despite all of 
this ““The empire is in the final 
stage of collapse.” 

Franklin also condemned the 
use of the university for war 


research and said it is impossible 
for them to condemn as violent 
peaceful sit-ins while engaging in 
such activities

graduates, Franklin said are 
“Middle-level people...They are 
going to be used by the Stanford 
graduates to run the empire.” 
The casually dressed Franklin 
spoke before a rather sparse 
convocation audience in the 
men’s gym. He recently won an 
appeal awarding him 
unemployment compensation 
which had been previously 
denied due to his militant views. 
The American Civil Liberties 
Union is currently appealing in 
the courts his dismissal from 
Stanford.

Ever since Biblical times, 
historians have recorded the 
incidence of venereal diseases -- 
rapidly spreading infections that 
leave physical disability, 
insanity, heart disease, sterility 
and death in their wake

of the 1ISth century, Europe 
experienced a massive epidemic 
of still another type of veneral

previously unknown in Europe, 
that it caused a large French 
army force to retreat in disarray 
from an attack on Naples, Italy 


in 1495. The fleeing army 
scattering throughout Europe 
spread the disease across the 


continent and even into Africa 
Believed at that time to be a

Today, gonorrhea and syphilis 
are the two most common forms 
of venereal disease in the nation 
and the world 
gonorrhea has reached epidemic 
Proportions in this country and 


in recent years, 


has become the nation’s 
number-one reportable 
communicable disease. Syphilis, 
once thought to be coming 
under control, is on the rise 
again 

The high incidence of 


gonorrhea in the United States 
in recent years has alarmed 
health officials. Since 1955 such 
cases have increased almost 
threefold. Last year gonorrhea 
affected an estimated 2.3 million 
Americans. It is estimated that 
more than half of these cases 
were accounted for by young 
people under 25 yearof age 

One of the major problems 
facing health authorities is that 
most cases of VD are never 
reported. Health officials point 
out, however, that if such cases 
go unreported, the sources of 
VD cannot be traced and the 
infection will continue to 
spread. Many states now legislate 


requiring that VD cases be 
reported to Public Health 
officials. 


The consequences of untreated 
cases of syphilis and gonorrhea 
are extremely serious. Untreated 
syphilis can result in insanity, 
paralysis, btindness, deafness, 
heart diseade.'\The results of 
untreated gonorrhea can be 
sterility, blindness and crippling 
arthritis.

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There are many myths about 
VD, but none are more prevalent 
than those about how the 
venereal diseases are contracted 
Contrary to some old wive's 
tales, venereal diseases are not 
spread by water, food or air. Nor 
are gonorrhea or syphilis 
contracted from toilet 
door handles, drinking fountains 
or eating utensils. Except in rare 
cases, the only way a person can 
be infected with VD is through 
sexual contact

Until recent years, the 
incidence of syphilis had been 
declining steadily. This was 
primarily due to the availability 
of a blood test for syphilis which 
permits rapid diagnosis, and

However, in the past few years, 
health officials across the nation 
have reported a a steady increase 
in the incidence of this disease. 
Gonorrhea is more difficult to 
control. One major problem is 
that there is no positive blood 
test for gonorrhea as there is for 
syphilis. And while gonorrhea 
can also be cured with penicillin 
or another type of antibiotic, in 
recent gonorrhea

these diseases? There is a 
research program to find an 
effective vaccine for syphilis; 


however such a vaccine may be a 
long way off. A _ reliable 
diagnostic test for gonorrhea has 
top priority in current research. 

Still, the effective 
prevention against VD is public 
education. To be effective, a 
program to control venereal 
disease must start with an 
informed populace -- people who 
understand how VD is 
contracted, aware of its 
consequences and are willing to

discuss the disease freely with 
their doctors or their Public 
Health Department; it must 
continue with doctors reporting 
VD cases to Public Health 
authorities. Such steps -an help 
prevent epidemics and avoid 


needless suffering and death. 

Only then will the deadly chain 
of venereal disease be broken 
and the destructive course of VD 
be brought to an end.

New Fertility Low 


America’s fertility rate is at its 
lowest point in history, fewer 
than eight births for every 100 
women of childbearing age 
European birthrates are at the 
same level or lower, and births 
are decreasing in Asia, Africa 
and Latin America 
Demographers R.T. Ravenholt, 
James Bracket! and John Chao, 
in a study comparing 1960 and 
1970 fertility rates, found that 
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of 85 nations with complete 
birth data 78 showed a decline 
while the other nations remained 
static 

Birthrates dropped from 40 to 
31 per 100 population in 
Taiwan, 46 to 37 in Fegypt and 
from 45 to 42 in India 
Ravenholt, Brackett and (hao 
predict that by 1980 worldwide 
birthrates will be close to

PACIFIST SPEAKER 





Non-Violence 
Still Works 


David M-:Reynolds, National 
Secretary for the War Resister 
League, will be in Science 218 at 

2 noon, Friday, January 5, to 
speak on “Non-Violence Still 
Works.” 

McReynolds has been active in 
the pacifist movement since 
1949. In the course of his work, 
he has been arrested ten times in 
peace and civil rights 
demonstrations, including the 
Maydays of 1971 and in the 
Daily Death, Toll Project in 
Washington in that same year. 

In 1966 and 1967 he spent 
weeks abroad in Japan and 
Western Europe helping organize 


protests to American policy in 
Vietnam. He has been in both 
Saigon to meet with Buddhist 
leaders an!l, spent eight days in 
Hanoi and met with Premier 
Pham Van Dong. In 1968 he was 
caught in Prague for two days of 
the Soviet invasion and was able 
to witness that first hand. 

McReynolds is a contributer to 
the “Village Voice’, “Win” and 
‘*Liberation” magazines. His 
book, “We Have Been Invaded 
by the Twenty-first Century” 
strongly influenced Danie! 
Elisberg to release the Pentagon 
Papers
